PHOPER HE AT FOR CHICKENS 

Most ReiiaMe Quide for Temperatu/e 
Is Aetien of Little Pollewa— 
Brooders Vary. 

(By W. H. KELLY.) 

The warmest part of tl.e brooder 
should be In tbe center rather than 
at th« lido or corner. If tbe heat 
comes from above and a considerable 
portion of the brooder be heated to 
the same temperatura» M crowding 
will take place. 

Tbe temperature given for running 
brooders vary with the awcbioe and 
the position of the tbeniipmeter. The 
one reliable guide tor titopwrature is 
the action of the chlekt.'" 

If they are cold they •will crowd 
toward the source of heat; If too 
vearm they will wander uneasllv 
about; but if tbe tempearture is right, 
each chicli will sleep ilMtebed oat 
on the floor. 

The cold chicken does vot sleep at 
all. but puts !n its time fighting Its 
way toward the source of heat. 

In an ImiiroiKTly constructed or 
improperly run brooder the chicks go 
through a varying procees of chilling, 
sweating and struggling when thegr 
should be sleeping, and the result Is 
ptiny chicks that dwindle and die. 

The arrangement of the brooder 
for the sleiplng accommodations of 
the chicks is important, but this is 
not the only thing to be considered In 
a brooder. •• 

The brooder nsed in thalj^K aoa- 
son nnd oHp^'cinlly the ont^^^Htood 
er. a.ust have ample spaeiffPR^rlded 
for tt>p day time aeoommodatlob of 
the chick. 

This part of the brooder nrast be- 
well lighted and somewhat cooler 
than the hover. As soon as condi- 
tions win permit, get the chickens out 
on a largfr floor, or, better still, on 
the ground. 

Keep the chicks scratching in day 
light and sleeping streti hed out at 
night, and the moat dlfllcult problem 
of pottltrr-taising has been solved.
